The  fashions  of  noblfs  and  gentry  changed 
from  year  to  year.  Bui,  alas,  peasant  costume  moved 
not  in  fashion's  cycle;  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish 
peasants  or  labourers  of  the  1400*  from  those  of  the 
laic  IS003  in  England  01  on  the  Continent.  The  dress 
of  the  tradesman  or  merchant  class  did  become 
more  elaborate  as  general  prosperity  increased  under 
Elizabeth's  reign
